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CASE FOR NO-MAN HIGHWAY 
PATROL 


Missouri has a bettcr-than-ave- 
rage record for traffic safety on its 
highways. 
For every 200,-000.000 
miles that American motorists put 
on the speedometers of their cars, 
an average of 13 people are killed 
in traffic accidents. In Missouri, 
the average would be a little more 
than 12 fatal accidents for 
the 
same amount of driving. 
However, Missouri's safety rec­ 
ord could be far better than it is. 
the Automobile Club of Missouri 
argues persuasively in its pamph­ 
let. “ The Case For a 600-Man High- 
Way Patrol.** 
This state is fortunate in having 
well-designed highways and a first- 
rate highway patrol to 
prevent 
careless and reckless driving on 
them But the state’s 355-man pa­ 
trol is too small for the number of 
chores it has to handle and for the 
many miles of highway it must po­ 
lice. 
The Auto Club's figures 
show 
that the states with the most close­ 
ly policed highways also tend to 
have the best s a f e t y records. In 
Missouri, a state trooper has an 
average of 78 9 miles of highway to 
patrol. The states with the lowest 
death rate per 100.000,000 miles of 
motor vehicle travel arc shown be­ 
low. together with the 
average 
number of miles of'highw ay 
that 
each of their state troopers has to 
patrol:

Missouri's rate is 6.1. Only one 
state with a better safety record, 
North Dakota, spreads its state 
highway patrolmen thinner 
than 
Missouri does. In all the other 
states with a better safety reeord, 
the state troopers have far fewer 
miles of highway to patrol, and 
thus police them far more closely 
than Missouri’s highways are pa­ 
trolled. 
The Auto Club estimates that it 
would cost no more than $2,000,000 
more a year to boost the Missouri 
Highway Patrol up to a strength of 
600 men. At the same time, it as­ 
serts that this would guarantee at 
least a 10 per cent cut In traffic 
accidents, and being a substantial 
saving to motorists on their auto 
insurance rates. 
Motorists should be w illing to pay 
for a bigger highway patrol—and 
greater driving safety—out of the 
money they will save on insurance 
rates. Last year. 1070 persons were 
killed on the state’s streets and 
highways. That rate will continue 
to climb, as it is this year, along 
with the rapid annual increase in 
the number of autos that use the 
highways. At least, traffic death* 
can be expected to increase. unless 
Missouri takes precautionary steps 
in time.—Globe Democrat.
